ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 



Contrary to applicant's assertion, F 113 has not been cancelled in the prior amendment. 
All prior amendment except the line 11, page 15 (there is no "lowe") of the specification had been 
entered. 

Contrary to applicant's assertion, Jonas clearly teaches fluorinated hydrocarbon solvents at 
col. 5, lines 30-3 1, and the recited " substantially maximize said electrical conductiviy" differs from 
" maximize said electrical conductiviy" stated by applicant in the response since said substantially 
implies a large margin or range of the electrical conductiviy from the maximum electrical 
conductiviy . Besides, said electrical conductiviy can be varied with a different degree of doping 
and/or stretching of the film and the instantly recited "A method comprising" permits any 
treatment, and the solution is non-electrical conductive. 

With respect to Traynor, Ikenaga et al, Tan et al and EP 03 15514 , see Office Action 
mailed on February 26. 1999 . and the above response. For example, the example 6 of Ikenaga et 
al meets the instant invention and applicant failed to show otherwise. The "substantially 
maximized electrical conductiviy" is an inherent property of the cited art.
